I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  District  of  Church,  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1961. 

As  this  is  my  first  report,  I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Council  for  entrusting  me  with  the  office  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  I am  conscious  that  I am  following  Doctor  Pare, 
whom  we  have  known  for  many  years  and  esteem  so  highly,  both  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  as  a General  Practitioner.  He  has 
rendered  yeoman  service  to  the  Town. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  population  remains  steady,  at  just  under 
6,000.  Ho  great  importance  should  be  attached  to  the  fluctuation  in 
the  infant  mortality  rate.  Obviously,  in  the  case  of  small  numbers, 
the  addition  or  subtraction  of  a singular  individual  can  have  an 
exaggerated  influence  on  a rate  calculated  per  thousand,  and  this  is, 
in  fact,  what  has  happened.  The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  Town 
have  been  those  associated  with  the  later  ages  of  life*  this  is 
satisfactory . The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  been  low. 

I thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Authority,  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  the  ready  welcome  they  have  given  to  me  to  the 
service  of  the  Council,  and  also  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Committee.

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Accrington  District  Water  Board,  and  to 
96  premises  by  Oswaldtwistle  Urban  District  Council. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  moorland  catchment  area  and  deep  wells. 

Water  is  supplied  from  public  mains  direct  to  2,102  dwelling  houses 
with  a population  of  5? 880,  and  the  supply  is  considered  generally 
satisfactory  in  respect  both  of  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  area. 

Copies  of  reports  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  received  from 
the  Accrington  and  District  Water  Board. 


Amalgamation  of  Water  Undertakings. 

In  November,  I960,  the  formation  of  the  South  Calder  Water  Board 
was  abandoned. 

In  October,  1961,  a public  local  enquiry  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Burnley,  to  consider  the  objections  to  the  new  joint  water  board.

Waste  Water  Closets  and  Drains. 

193  complaints  of  choked  waste  v/ater  closets  and  drains  have  been 
attended  to  by  Local  Authority  workmen.  Although  146  were  cleansed  47 
v/ere  referred  to  the  owner  for  cleansing  and  repair. 
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Shops  Act,  1930“ 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  in  respect  of  ventilation, 
temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences  of  shops  which  consist  mainly 
of  the  house  and  shop  type. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools . 

There  are  no  baths  or  pools  within  the  district. 

Schools . 

There  are  four  schools  within  the  district  - all  denominational, 
three  of  which  are  more  than  pO  years  old.  The  standards  of  these 
premises  cannot  be  said  to  be  equal  to  those  of  the  present  day.  In  one 
school  the  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  boys  requires  improving. 

Disinf estation. 

No  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

Inves tigation  - Na tional  Su rv ey^ . 

The  DoS.I.R.  notified  that  Church  was  one  of  the  towns  that  had 
been  selected  by  the  statisticians  for  the  measurement  of  smoke  and  of 
sulphur  dioxide  by  the  volumetric  method. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Health  Committee  were  unable  to 
accede  to  this  request. 

Smoke  Control  Area. 

No.  1 Area  - Nil 1 Hall  Ward . 

The  Order  for  the  first  area,  in  which  are  situated  111  houses, 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1961.  Some  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  and  overcome,  but  the  pattern  has  been  set  and  with  full 
co-operation  and  assistance  from  the  many  people  involved  such  as  fuel 
suppliers  of  all  types,  fire  place  and  appliance  fixers,  and  above  all  the 
occupier  of  the  house,  the  home  can  be  equally  as  warm  if  not  warmer  and 
cleaner  than  before  the  schome  was  mooted. 

No.  2 Area  - Dill  Hall  Ward. 

During  the  year  the  second  order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  & Local  Government  to  come  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1962. 

In  this  area  are  situated  yjQ  houses  and  in  addition  houses  are  being 
built  and  will  from  the  beginning  comply  with  the  smoke  control  order. 

Demonstration  of  Burning  Gas  Coke  on  a domestic  fire. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  a demonstration,  organised  by  the  North 
Western  Gas  Board,  of  burning  gas  coke  in  an  open  inset  fire  for  the 
period  of  one  week  in  a council  house  situated  in  the  area  in  January,  1962. 

The  map  on  page  10  shows  the  location  of  the  first  four  areas, 
which  represent  the  first  5 year  plan. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  1961-62. 


Refuse  Removal. 

A weekly  service  of  refuse  collection  is  endeavoured  to  be 
maintained  and  the  number  of  emptyings  in  the  year  reached  51> 
which  is  a similar  number  to  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  collection  vehicle  is  seven  years  old  and  judged  by 
modern  standards  is  not  of  suitable  design  and  maintenance  costs 
are  rising.  A vehicle  of  the  dual  tip  or  compression  type  w ould 
provide  a more  hygienic  method  of  removing  refuse. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Domestic  refuse  and  certain  other  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
the  tip  at  Far  Holmes  in  accordance  with  the  best  available  method. 

This  form  of  sanitary  disposal  of  refuse  is  dependent  upon  a 
plentiful  supply  of  suitable  cover  such  as  furnace  ashes  and  dust, 
and  unfortunately  this  material  is  becoming  very  difficult  to  obtain. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  manual 
labour  for  this  necessary  work  and  it  is  desirous  that  some  form 
of  mechanical  levelling  should  be  obtained  for  daily  use,  especially 
in  view  of  the  vast  quantities  of  trade  and  industrial  refuse 
to  bo  disposed  of.  The  charges  for  the  use  of  the  refuse  tip  have 
been  increased  to  offset  in  some  measure  the  additional  disposal  costs. 


Road  Sweeping. 

This  manual  work  generally  does  not  attract  the  required  type 
of  workman.  In  consequence  all  the  roads  are  not  being  swept  regularly 
and  this  is  more  noticeable  in  winter  months  when  gritting  takes  place. 
The  deficiency  can  be  met  in  summor  months  by  raon  from  other  sections 
working  overtime.  A mechanical  sweeper  although  doubtless  more  costly 
would  supply  the  required  service. 


Salvage. 


The  separation  of  salvable  material  from  household  and  factory 
refuse  has  continued  throughout  the  year.
